GAME  NOTES 


Tonight  at  Town  Toyota  Center,  the  Wenatchee  Wild  (17-7-1-1,  3rd  Place  Interior  Div.)  face  off  against  the  Salmon  Arm 
Silverbacks  (11-13-3-0,  6th  Place,  Interior  Div.)  in  the  second  of  six  regular  season  meetings. 

HEAD  TO  HEAD:  This  game  is  the  sixth  regular  season  meeting  all-time  between  these  two  clubs.  The  Wild  are  2-2-1  all- 
time  against  the  Silverbacks,  and  1-1-0  at  Town  Toyota  Center.  The  series  all-time  has  been  evenly  matched.  The  first 
game  was  a  tie,  the  next  two  each  team  won  by  shutout,  the  last  two  have  each  been  one-goal  games  with  a  victory  for 
each  team.  In  their  last  meeting,  Salmon  Arm  won  3-2  at  Shaw  Centre  on  Oct.  17.  The  Wild  visit  Salmon  Arm  twice  more, 
on  Dec.  1  and  Jan.  5,  and  the  Silverbacks  return  to  Wenatchee  on  Dec.  15  and  16. 

WHO  TO  WATCH  FOR:  Forward  Jasper  Weatherby  (21g,  18a)  leads  the  Wild  in  points  (40)  and  is  tied  for  most  points  in 
the  BCHL,  followed  closely  by  Defenseman  Cooper  Zech  (6g,  23a),  who  has  the  most  points  most  among  BCHL 
defensemen.  Goalie  Austin  Park  is  11-4-0  with  a  2.52  Goals  Against  Average,  and  a  Save  Percentage  of  .893.  Salmon  Arm 
is  powered  by  Rhett  Kingston  (12g,  15a)  and  supported  by  Logan  Mostat  (7g,  8a),  Noah  Wakeford  (5g,  10a)  and  Grayson 
Constable  (4g,  11a).  Goalie  Bo  Didur  has  been  joined  by  veteran  Reid  Cooper,  acquired  from  Coquitlam.
